Since that time, there has been a polite cooling between 
Dr. — and myself and the other two who helped sponsor AdamskL. At the time Adamsid appeared 
here, he spoke before a dinner group of 100 persons, and I tape recorded the whole thing. This 
tape is turning out to be a collector's item in terms of psychiatry, if you know what I mean'.' 
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INSIDE STORY ON THE FEUD BETV/EEN DICK MILLER AND GEORQE WILLIAMSON: 

"T met Miller last year at the Giant Rock Convention, \diere he was heralded as the latest sen- 
ional discovery who had had an experience with Saucer people. He vms then introduced by 
eorge Williamson, who claimed him as his discovery. Miller told his story at the Convention, 
and later left for Prescot, Arizona, with V/illiamson. V/ith them went a third man called 
'Ring', vdio is supposed to have found a couple v/ho would finance their project to manufacture 
instruments to catch messages from Space. Miller did all the work on the Instruments. Then, 
after avdiile, they had a row, because V/illiamson got sv;ell-headed and told them he was the 
director or president of the little outfit, though they had agreed to be on equal terms. They 
split up, therefore. Thereafter the story gets complicated, because the backers withdrev/ 
their help, and Williamson vms with them later when all the instruments were confiscated and 
stored. These instruments v/ere supposed to have cost thousands of dollars; and Miller claims 
he was never paid all the time he v/orked on them. At the same time, Williamson wrote letters 
to several people, saying that Miller was a liar and that his story viras not the true one. I 
received such a letter, and it v/as also printed in a magazine in the East called "Flying Sau¬ 
cer News-Service", published by a man named Camella, who is now a partner of Williamson's in 
his Telonic Research Center. Miller returned to Los Angeles, eind is nov/ vrriting a book on hia 
experience v^ith the Saucer people, and is giving lecttires. Now, vdiom can one trust? Some 
people in California are for Miller against VTilliamson, and others for Williamson against Mil¬ 
ler. It would be interesting to get the tmith behind this story, as there is no such thing 
as smoke vri.thout a fire."
